Upon receiving a signal from the CPU, the monitor switches between modes (see abstract), screen 
saver programs which usually remove the image on the screen of the monitor after a period of 
inactivity and replace the image with a moving image that will not burn the screen (see col. 2, lines 
43-47). Although, Walker does not show a memory means but it is inherent that the CPU (20) 
includes a memory for storing the screen saver and this memory is as well a data rewritable memory. 
It is also capable of storing image data to send to the display screen as claimed. 

As per claims 6 and 7, Walker teaches a computer system that has a monitor which can be 
powered down to conserve electrical power. The monitor has two power modes, normal power 
mode and low power mode. Upon receiving a signal from the CPU, the monitor switches between 
modes (see abstract), screen saver programs which usually remove the image on the screen of the 
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monitor after a period of inactivity and replace the image with a moving image that will not burn the 
screen (see col. 2, lines 43-47). Although, Walker does not show a memory means but it is inherent 
that the CPU (20) includes a memory for storing the screen saver and this memory is as well a data 
rewritable memory as claimed. If there is no activity from a user or no signal from the CPU to the 
display, the screen saver automatically is displayed on the display screen (see figures 2, 3). 

As per claim 8, Walker teaches a CPU which sends a signal to the display for transmission for 
the screen saver to be displayed if there is no activity for a period of time as claimed (see col. 2, lines 
43-47).
